WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
A congressional committee said 
today the Office of Price Admin- 
istration is retarding reconversion 
through “rigid” price formulas. 
Reporting to the House on an 


investigation of the OPA’s recon- 
version policies, the committee 
headed by Representative How- 
ard Smith (Dem.), Virginia, rec- 
ommended: 

“1, That OPA formulate and 
immediately place into effect a 
policy permitting commodities to 
be priced at levels which in the 
accepted standards of accounting 
will reflect current costs of pro- 
duction plus a normal prewar 
margin of profit; 

“2. That this policy be formu- 
lated and administered in such a 
manner that the prices so com- 
puted may be suitably reported 
to regional or district offices of 
the OPA on simplified forms af- 
fording no opportunity for diver- 
gent interpretations; 

“3. That such prices be effective 
unless deficiencies are discovered 
by OPA within a specified time. 
When such deficiencies are re- 
ported by OPA, producers are to 
be given an opportunity to meet 
OPA requirements and objections. 
In the absence of any notice by 
OPA within the specified time, 
the prices so filed by the manu- 
facturer shal] remain effective;

A number of workers have quit 
the Rural Electrification Adminis- 
tration because of dissatisfaction 


with arrangements to move the 
agency's headquarters from St.

PARIS, Oct. 22 (AP)—France’s 
first general election in nine years 
placed an almost unqualified stamp 
of approval yesterday on Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s plans to found 
a Fourth Republic on a new con- 
stitution drafted by the people’s 
chosen representatives. 

Figures announced by the Min- 


istry of the Interior this morning, 
12 hours after the closing of the 
polls, showed that De Gaulle had 
won an overwheiming victory in a 
two-way election’ which decided 
that: 

1. Aconstituent assembly—des- 
ignated at yesterday’s election 
—will draft a new constitution 
rather than attempt to rebuild 
the government on the 1875 doc- 
ument which was the foundation 
of the Third Republic. 

2. The executive power will be 
vested in a provisional govern- 
ment during the seven months 
the assembly sits rather than in 
the assembly itself. 


Figures on Two Proposals. 

Official results from &4 of 
France's 92 departments showed 
13,887,082 in favor of a new con- 
stitution, 554,750 opposed. The vote 
on the interim government was 
9,582,210 for and 4,841,249 against. 

A record-breaking total—govern- 
ment statistics indicated between 
20,000,000 and 25,000,000—voted in 
the election, the first in which 
women were eligible. 

The question of writing a new 
constitution was supported by all 
political parties, but the Commu- 
nists—aided by the Radical Social- 
ists—had opposed De Gaulle on the 
interim government issue.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court gave Califor- 
nia an opportunity today to 
answer a Justice Department suit 
which seeks to establish Federal 
rights to oil and minerals in off- 
shore lands.

AMERICANS TELL 
OF CARACAS FIGHT 


MIAMI, Fla., Oct. 22 (AP)— 
While gunfire spilled blood on the 
streets of Caracas, looters ran- 
sacked the city, and steel frag- 
ments zipped through doors and 
windows, Americans caught in 
the bloody revolutionary coup 
crouched in barricaded hotel 
rooms through three days and 
nights of terror. 

That was the picture brought 
back last night by refugees from 
the Venezuelan revolt, first to ar- 
rive in this country since violence 
flared in the South American na- 
tion Thursday. 

“The hoodiums and looters who 


broke loose Friday wege the 
worst,” said Miss Mary Francis, 
attorney from Oklahoma City who, 
with about 100 other Americans 
was marooned at the Avila hotel. 
tel. 

“IT saw boys 15 and 16 carrying 
carbines—and they were a trigger- 
happy bunch,” she related, 

Police Shot Down. 

Miss Francis said the Caracas 
police force. which remained loyal 
to the government, apparently had 
been wiped out. 

“Some capitulated finally and 
came out with their hands up—but 
they were shot down anyway,” she 
said. 

Miss Francis said the bombing 
attacks that punctuated the fight- 
ing “didn’t appear to be hitting 
anything important.” 

Bombing was too accurate at 
Maracay, airport center just out- 
side Caracas, for Mrs. Madge 
Davis. 

“A bomb or grenade dropped 
from a plane hit the floor above us 
and exploded,” the Saluda (S8.C.) 
woman said. 

Still nervous, Mrs. Davis fum- 
bled in her purse—only luggage 
she was able to salvage in leaving 
Venezuela—and brought up a bat- 
tered steel fragment, 

Two Days on Floor. 

“This came through the door 
of our room. We piled a steel 
locker against the door and 
shoved the rest of the furniture 
against the windows. We spent 
two days flat on the floor. We had 
a few pieces of stale bread for 
food—but we couldn’t have eaten 
it even if it had been good.” 

Mrs. Davis said at least 20 per- 
sons were killed during fighting 
around the hotel garage. 

Clark Brown, Allentown (Pa.) 
business man, said reports were 
current before he left that be- 
tween 2000 and 9000 persons were 
killed in the fighting. 

Brown and others: among the 
15 persons who arrived by Clipper 
plane from La Guaira said that 
widespread looting and sacking of 
homes of prominent persons and 
liquor and jewelry stores followed 
the outbreak,

The House Military Committee 
now is considering its own bill in 
secret, but in earlier open sessions 
there was some objection to the 
far-reaching extent of the com- 
mission’s powers, The objection 
came from some groups of scien- 
tists who worked on the atom 
bomb project. They asked for tem- 
porary continuation of atomic 
work as it was done in the war, 
with extended hearings on a 
wholly new bill. 

Meanwhile, Congress had a new 
proposal on the _ international 
aspect of. atomic force. Represen- 
tative Voorhis (Dem.), California, 
suggested the United States share 
its knowledge with any nations 
willing to share their own weapon 
secrets. . 

“The agreement would be that 
every nation entering into it would 
open up every nook and cranny 
of its land,” Voorhis said in a 
statement to the House Military 
Committee, “to an international 
body of scientists and others com- 
missioned by all the nations tq 
perform the task of preventing 
mankind from plunging itself into 
destruction.”

BRITISH DESTROY FIVE U-BOAT 
PENS THAT COST $8,400,000 


$82 Tons of Explosive Wrecks in 
Two Seconds Installations That 
Took Years to Build. 


HAMBURG, Germany, Oct. 22 
(AP)—Nazi U-boat pens which 
took four years to construct at a 
cost of 21,000,000 marks ($8,- 
400,000 at the prewar exchange 


rate) were destroyed by the Brit- 
ish in two seconds yesterday with 
32 tons of explosives. 

The push of a buttton set off 
charges which almost completely 
demolished five pens on Finken- 
waerder island in the Elbe river. 

A terrific explosion and burst 
of flame were followed by clouds 
which rose until they were almost 
out of sight. 

The pens were capable of ac- 
commodating 10 large 1600-ton 
U-boats or 30 smaller undersea 
craft at one time. 

Army officials said four of the 
five 12-foot-thick concrete walls 
caved in. A roof over the fifth 
wall collapsed. |

Hitler's correspondence to Ros- 
enberg was written in type a quar- 
ter of an inch high, indicating ex- 
treme nearsightedness on the part 
of the Fuehrer and the vanity 
‘which prompted him to provide 
scores of special typewriters for 
himself and his staff, rather than 
wear glasses. 

The Fuehrer signed his letters 
“A. Hitler,” and many of them 
were initialed in red and blue ink 
by top-ranking Nazis, showing 
they had 
stood their contents. 

“With these we have a real case 
and can prove all the major alle- 
gations in the indictment,” an 
American member of the trial staff 
said. 

Rosenberg’s cache was 
ered last May by United States 
naval Lt. John English, while 
searching a castle near Bayreuth 
for photographic evidence against 
the Nazis.

Formula Designed to 


Keep Industrial Peace 
by Preventing Strikes 
Suggested by CIO’s

_ CINCINNATI, Oct. 22—A for- 
mula designed to bring about in- 
dustrial peace by preventing 
strikes was advanced to the 
Post-Dispatch today by Van A.

Bittner, here to address an an-

But the num- 
ber of strikes may be greatly less- 
ened.” 

Bittner, who like other labor 
leaders expressed himself as op- 
posed to governmental coercion in 
jJabor-management disputes, ob- 
served that when conferees put 
their cards on the table the “only 
thing that can defeat reason is 
reason.” 

Bittner saw no indication that 
President Truman’s forthcoming 
labor-management conference, to 
be participated in by both the CIO 
and American Federation of La- 
bor, might indirectly create an 
opening for peace between the 
two rival labor organizations. He 
added, however, that if the AFL 
delegates were willing to meet 
with the CIO representatives prior 
to the conference the CIO would 
be glad to participate in such a 
joint meeting. William Green, 
president of the AFL, has stated 
he saw no prospect of such a pre- 
conference meeting. 

The executive council of the 
AFL resumed its quarterly session 
today. It was engaged primarily 
in formulating plans for the labor- 
management conference although 
it had jurisdictional disputes and 
other union affairs to dispose of. 
For Strong Full Employment Bill. 

The council issued a formal 
statement last night calling for 
passage of a strengthened full em- 
ployment bill and the amendment 
to the wage-hour act which would 
lift the statutory wage floor to 65 
cents an hour. 

It pledged the full support of 
the AFL to restore the full em- 
ployment bill to its original effec- 
tiveness when it comes up for a 
vote in the House of Representa- 


; 


tives. It quoted Senate Majority 
Leader Alben Barkley as describ- 
ing the bill as passed by the Sen- 
ate as merely saying a worker has 
the right to a job “if he can find 
one.” 

“It seems inconceivable that 
there should be any serious ob- 
jection to making full employment 
a national policy,” the council 
stated, “for the legislation seeks 
to encourage private industry to 
expand and make the most of its 
opportunities. It can in no sense 
be called a spending bill because 
it authorizes public works only 
when private investment falls 
short of the nation’s needs.” 

Turning to the pending amend- 
ments to the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act, setting 65 cents an hour 
as the new minimum wage in 
interstate industry, the council as- 
serted that its opponents seek to 
perpetuate a low-wage economy in 
certain sections of the country. 

“This narrow-minded viewpoint 
must not be permitted to prevail,” 
the council stated, “for the post- 
war prosperity of America de- 
pends upon a high volume of pur- 
chasing power among wage 
earners. By keeping wages from 
falling below $26 a week for 40 
hours: of work we can assure a 
great domestic market for the 
products of American farms and 
factories.”

“the Hitler technique of the big 
lie.” 

Walter P. Reuther, UAW-CIO 
vice president, said General Mo- 
tors could meet the 30 per cent 
pay boost demanded by the union 
and stil] cut “at least $100 from 
the price of Chevrolets and at the 
same time earn for its  stock- 
holders at least 100 million dollars 
more than the pre-war 1936-39 
average of 180 million dollars.” 

“If General Motors will pay a 
30 per cent increase to its salaried 
workers also, as we think it 
should—except for the numerous 
officials who cut themselves in on 
the G. M. payroll for $50 to $500,- 
000 apiece—it could still cut $60 
off the 1942 prices of Chevrolet 
and still earn profits some 50 per 
cent above the high G. M. average 
of the last 10 years,” he added, 

Three-Way Split Sought. 

Reuther said that when negotia- 
tions are resumed this week after 
adjournment since a short session 
Friday the union will ask for a 
three-way split of the corpora- 
tion’s “assured postwar profits’— 
among workers, consumers and in- 
vestors. 

General Motors, he asserted, ‘“‘is 
counting on getting the govern- 
ment to step in and is therefore 
only going through the motions of 
negotiations.” 


“Higher wages do not necessari-

Henry Ford of 1914 (the year the 
$5 a day automotive wage was 
introduced) and a host of other 
industrialists have proved,” Reu- 
ther declared.

Reuther said that “by the time 
this fact, long accepted by econo- 
mists and industrialists, is run 
through the G.M. advertising de- 
partment’s meat grinder, it emerg- 
es as a gigantic lie—that higher 
wages mean higher prices and 
higher prices mean inflation.” 

“Hitler Technique” 

This, he said, is “the Hitler tech- 
nique of the big Ne”’—the bigger 
it is and. the more often it is re- 
peated the better the chance of 
being believed. 

Union President R. J. Thomas 
meanwhile asked the OPA to 
make public its pricing formula, 
asserting that 1942 car prices were 
set “to allow high profits on a 
low volume” and would be “more 
than sufficient to allow for satis- 
factory wage rates, stabilized 
prices and comfortable dividends 
to the stockholders.” 

C. E. Wilgon, president of the

6. The petition requests him to 
cite the two women named as de- 
fendants, and three other persons, 
for questioning. 

The two women alleged in, the 
petition to have claimed owner- 
ship of property held in their 
names as “straw parties” are Mrs. 
Thora E. Rhodes, also named as 
Thora E. Cardwell, 122 North Sev- 
enth street, a lawyer who served 
as Parker’s secretary, and Mrs. 
Verna D. Thorpe, named also V. 
Thorpe and as Anna Moisant or 
Mrs. A. J. Moisant. Her address 
is given as St. Alban’s, Long 
Island, N. Y. 

Other Defendants, 

The other defendants named are 
Louis Diener and Martin D. Lar- 
ner, real estate dealers at 811 
Chestnut street; and Mrs, Sylvia 
Swearingin of Excelsior Springs, 
Mo., named as purchaser of cer- 
tain realty. 

Miss Burns’ petition alleged that 
Mrs. Rhodes holds title to various 
pieces of realty which the actual 
owner, Parker, held in her name 
in his lifetime. It asks that she 
be questioned also concerning 
notes, stocks, bonds and concern- 
ing Parker’s will. 

No will of Parker’s has been 
‘filed. The inventory of his estate, 
filed soon after his death last Nov.

SNYDER SILENT ON 


RESIGNATION REPORT 


John W. Snyder, Director of 
War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion, was noncommital when 
asked by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
in Washington last Friday about 
reports that he would resign his 
government position to become 
president of the First National 
Bank in St. Louis, where he for- 
merly was a vice president. 

Reports eurrent in Washington 
were that Snyder was “over his 
head” and wanted to be relieved 
of his duties. His federal position 
has earned for him the title of “as- 
Sistant President,” since he has 
more to say about government re- 
organization than any other in- 
dividual except President Truman. 

Walter W. Smith, president of 


the First National Bank, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
Snyder “absolutely” had not been 


offered a position with the bank. 
When asked if he knew of any 
plans to offer Snyder a position in 
the future, Smith replied: “The 
future will take care of itself.” 
Frank O. Watts, chairman of 


the board of the First National 


Bank, said “nobody can _ say 
whether an offer will be made” to 
Snyder by the bank. 

“Nobody,” he said, “feels more 
friendly toward Mr. Snyder than 
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our organization, but it would be | 
up to Mr. Smith to make any 


statement on the subject.” Watts 
said he retired from active duty 
at the bank two years ago and has 
‘had little to do with its activities 
since that time, 

In Washington, the report was 
that Snyder would accept the pres- 
idency of the bank about the first 
of the year. 

Snyder was appointed Federal 
Loan Administrator last April 17 
by President Truman. In less 
than three months, as Federal 
Loan Administrator, Snyder put 
through the merger of five sepa- 
rate government corporations into 
their parent body, the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. 

He assumed his present office 
last July 23, replacing Fred M. 
Vinson, who became Secretary of 
the Treasury.

What Stalin decides about gen- 
eral policy may determine Russia's 
next move with respect to Japa- 
nese occupation controls, Allied 
co-operation in eastern and cen- 
tral Europe and other problems.

Ramspeck’s Proposal. 

Ramspeck told a reporter it 
would be unconstitutional to pro- 
hibit strikes entirely, as advocat- 
ed by some groups. He said he 
believed legislation could be adopt- 
ed requiring: 

If disputes cannot be settled 
by collective bargaining, the 
President should name a three- 
member impartial board to 
make a fact-finding study and 
submit recommendations. 

Strikes be forbidden during 
the period the board is investi- 
gating the controversy. 

The board’s recommendations 
should not be binding, but 
should be stated forcefully so 
that public opinion would be 
brought to bear on either em- 
ployes or employers, whichever 
appeared to have the least justi- 
fication for their stand. 

“Under such a plan, which has 
worked very well for the railroads 
and the brotherhoods, the investi- 
gation period would allow plenty 
of time for ‘cooling off’ and the 
controversy could be settled on its 
merits,” Ramspeck said.

CHURCHILL CALLS 
FOR MORE SPEED 
IN DEMOBILIZIN 


Says Task of Holding 
Reich Down Won’t Be 
Hard—‘More Difficult 
to Hold Her Up.’ 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP)—For- 
mer Prime Minister 
Churchill, urging Britain’s labor 
government to accelerate demo- 
bilization of the armed forces, de- 
cClared today that “the task of 
holding Germany down will not 
be a hard one—it will be much 
more difficult.to hold her up.” 

Churchill, speaking in the House 
of Commons as the leader of the 
Conservative opposition, gaid the 
occupation of Germany and the 
Low Countries should require no 
more than 400,000 troops, with the 
same number required for the 
Mediterranean zone, 

He contended the Royal Air 
Force should be reduced to a per- 
sonnel of 400,000. and that the 
Navy should be brought back to 
its prewar strength of 133,000. 

Disquieted by Slowness. 

‘Churchill said he was disquieted 
by the slowness of the govern- 
ment’s demobilization policies. 

“Whatever view may be taken 
on socialism or free enterprise,” 
he said, “it is common ground 
that we should get the great 
wheels as well as the little wheels 
of life and industry turning as 
soon as possible. For this 
need the men.” 

Churchill urged that speed be 
put into carrying out the _ de- 
mobilization program drawn. up 
under his own leadership. It was 
as minister of national service 
in Churchill’s coalition cabinet 
that Ernest Bevin, now foreign 
secretary, worked out the de- 
mobilization plan. 

For Taking Land. 

Referring to the argument that 
homes were lacking for ex-sol- 
diers, Churchill declared: 

“Use billeting wherever neces- 
sary. Take land for houses if you 
need it.” 

When cheers arose from 
Laborite benches, Churchill 
peated “—if you need it.” 

He said he would have been 
ashamed had he been charged 
with responsibility for the present 
government’s demobilization ef- 
fort, saying “it falls far below what 
is both possible and necessary.” 

Labor Minister George Isaacs, 
replying, termed the speech “most 
irresponsible and mischievous.”

LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP)—Nor- 
man Baillie-Stewart, cashiered

Baillie-Stewart was arrested 
last May in a luxurious hideout 
in Austria and was flown to Lon- 
don from Brussels on Saturday.

“T am not guilty.” 

Baillie-Stewart was court-mar- 
tialed in 1933 on a charge of sell- 
ing information to a German 
agent for 50 pounds, was sen- 
tenced to five years imprisonment 
and dishonorably discharged. He 
became known as “the officer in 
the Tower” during his imprison- 
ment, 

The British secret service said 
that after his release, in 1937 he 
went to Austria, where he worked 
for an Austrian tourist agency 
and later helped smuggle arms 
into Austria for the Germans, He 
renounced his British citizenship 
in 1939.

Text of Secretary’s Letter. 


The text of Secretary Ickes 
letter follows: 

“It was refreshing to read your 
two editorials letting some light 
in on the tidelands issue and, also, 
the contribution to: The Post of 
Attorney General Kenny of Cali- 
fornia on the same subject. It is 
of national interest to have this 
matter examined publicly, I am 
intrigued by the program of Mr. 
Kenny to grasp at any forum for 
the decision of this important 
question excepting only the courts. 
He has now used the press and 
the legislative approaches and I 
do hope that, before his campaign 
is concluded, he will, as chief legal 
officer of the State of California, 
find an opportunity to give a vote 
of confidence to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and 
will permit it to perform what is 
clearly its function—deciding the 
title to land in which the United 

is interested. 
eS Aatorney General Kenny, in 
contrast with most of the other 
46 attorneys general who have 
undertaken this strange crusade 
to foreclose the court by changing 
the law before the court says what 
the law means, is merely earning 
his pay. He and the other at- 
torneys general of coast states 
are hired to get what they can for 
their clients, apparently, regard- 
less of national interests. They 
may exercise their legal preroga- 
tives by setting up straw men and 
then knocking them down, and 
that is what they are doing. Some 
may think that states’ rights may 
be a corny slogan, but they know 
that it remains sure-fire political 
corn about any statehouse. 


Suspects Lubrication. 


“But I continue to be puzzled by 
the motives and efforts of the at- 
torneys general of such seafaring 
states as Tennessee, Nevada, Iowa, 
and Kentucky to preserve their 
tidal lands impinging upon the 
ocean, Such lands have been non- 
existent since the Ice Age. Since 
the landlocked states have already 
been conceded all that they ask 
in this unusual legislation except- 
ing only oil rights, I observe that 
the only beneficiaries of their po- 
litical drive would be certain oil 
interests. I confess that I am 
skeptical enough to suspect some- 
times that their endeavors may 
be lubricated by oil. 

“As an intermittent practitioner 
of the art of denunciation, I 
should pay tribute to Mr. Kenny’s 
raucous statement as quoted by 
California papers of September 24 
that my orderly suggestion that it 
be left to.the courts to decide a 
question of law is a ‘pocket-pick- 
ing expedition.’ In his communi- 
cation to you he adds ‘grabbing’ 
lands belonging to the State of 
California, In San Francisco re- 
cently he insisted that, if my con- 
tention were upheld by the Su- 
preme Court, the Palace Hotel in 
which he was at the timé speak- 
ing ‘could be taken over as well 
as the Back Bay section of Bos- 
ton.’ In his communication to The 
Post he warns that the public 
‘should not be misled.’ 


*No Such Assertion.’ 


“All of his fancy language is 
evoked not by any assertion of 
mine that the State of California 
does not own the land in question 
or that the United States does 
own it. No such assertion have I 
ever made. Mr. Kenny and his 45 
associate attorneys general, whose 
exhaustive studies have resulted 
in a unanimity of opinion unpre- 
cedented in legal history, say that 
they know just who owns this 
tideland oil. Frankly, I don’t 
know. I merely believe that the 
question of ownership should be 
determined by the Supreme Court. 
I, for one, am willing to accept 
such a determination. In fact, I 
learned in school that one reason 
that this Government was equipped 
with a Supreme Court is to settle 
such legal questions. The former 
Attorney Genera] of the United 
States, Mr. Francis Biddle, appar- 
ently had a similar concept when 
he put the question to the courts 
where it is pending. 

“When the suit under discussion 
was filed in the District Court for 
Southern California, Mr. Kenny 
was quoted as expressing his sur- 
prise that it had not been filed as 
an original proceeding in the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
Accepting this statement in good 
faith, I subsequently tried to per- 
suade him to join with me in re- 
questing the Attorney General to 
dismiss the District Court suit 
and to file an original proceeding 
in the Supreme Court. But on 
this question the usually eloquent 
Mr. Kenny has had no eloquence 
at all. From all of his language

States, however much he may 
labor the point that there can be 
no doubt about the ownership of 
the title to the tidelands because 
the courts have already disposed 
of this question times without 
number.

“Our public land laws certainly | 


mean something and we should 
abide by them. This does not 
seem to me to be the time to start 
taking the Union apart, When the 
State of California entered the 
Union, the admission act set 
forth: ‘That the said State of 
California is admitted into the 


Union upon the express condition: 


that the people of said State, 
through their legislature or other- 
wise, shall never interfere with 
the primary disposal] of public 
lands within its limits, and shall 
pass no law and do no act where- 
by the title of the United States 
to, and the right to dispose of, 
the same shall be impaired or 
questioned;’...If we start amend- 
ing the admission laws of the 
States of the Union now, I don’t 
know where we are going to end. 
That happens to be one of the 
laws that I have taken an oath to 
uphold, and it cannot be amended 
to compom with any whim of the 
Secretary of the Interior or of Mr. 
Kenny either. 


Malodorous Episode. 


“I experienced some pressures 
with respect to California oi] titles 
when I first came into the Secre- 
taryship of the Interior following 
an administration that had been 
as free and easy with federal] oil 
titles as might satisfy even Mr. 
Kenny. This country had exper- 
ienced Teapot Dome, an historic, 
if malodorous episode, One of my 
early acts as Secretary was to 
hear a suit that had been brought 
under the preceding administra- 
tion to determine the ownership 
of Section 36 comprising one 
square mile of land in the fabu- 
lous Elk Hills (California) oil 
field. At that time the claim was 
made that California had title to 
Section 36 and, therefore, that its 
leases to an oil company were 
valid. So it would appear that At- 
torney General Kenny is only fol- 
lowing precedent in claiming 
everything in sight for his State, 
especially when oil is concerned. 

“A chorus of oil interests 
averred that the Secretary of the 
Interior was a legal incompetent, 
a scredball, a victim of a mad de- 
Sire for power, and that he suf- 
fered from other assorted aberra- 
tions. Notwithstanding, I heard 
the arguments on both sides and 
found that title had belonged to 
the United States and had never 
been divested. The Supreme Court 
upheld this view and held that 
title to Section 36 and its millions 
of barrels of oil was in the Federal 
government; that it never wag in 
the State of California; that the 
Government must be paid by the 
Standard Oil Company of Cali- 
fornia $7,138,297.44 for the oil 
taken out of Section 36 under an 
invalid state lease; and also that 
the vast amounts of oil remaining, 
as well as the land itself, did be- 
long to the United States, which 
enjoys that title today. As a re- 
sult of this education in matters 
of title to oil lands, I prefer to let 
the Supreme Court interpret the 
law—a function which it is quite 
competent to perform—instead of 
accepting the opinions, in advance 
even of a hearing on the merits 
of the case, of the Attorney Gen- 
eral for California who does not 
even claim to be a disinterested 
party, 


Suggestion to Mr. Kenny. 


“I observe that Mr. Kenny in

Y the middle of the tragically 
Bereausi artillery duel with the 

Japs, during the fight for Cor- 
regidor which lasted from the fall 
of Bataan on April 9 until May 5, 
1942, I itched to use our two best 
guns on the pitiless enemy. 


These were our 12-inch modern 
rifles, two of the last guns with 
which we could defend ourselves. 


But the Jap artillery batteries 
that were assaulting us from tne 
tip of Bataan, less than two miles 
away, and from Cavite, six miles 
across Manila Bay to the south of 
us, were almost impossible to lo- 
cate. We had no artillery obser- 
vation, as had they. Yet, just to 
have shot those two 12-inch guns 
of ours at the wisps of smokeless 
powder haze which sometimes 
drifted up from the Jap gun po- 
sitions would have helped our 
morale. 


But it would have been fool- 

hardy to expose the positions of 
our two best guns. We fired 
them only at night, for they were 
to be our last defense in the heavy 
gun line, 
Malinta Tunnel saved thousands 
of us on Corregidor, and often we 
had cause to thank old Gen. 
Charles Kilbourne for having had 
the foresight to build it back in 
the early 1930's. With an eye to 
a long-distant war with Japan, 
Gen. Kilbourne ordered the tunnel 
dug through Malinta Hill and 
sealed in such a way as to enable 
it to take a beating of the kind 
it was forced to take a decade 
later, 


The tunnel is about 750 ft. long, 
running east anc west, and at its 
center it has a 100-foot thick 
ceiling of concrete, rock ana vege- 
tation. It is perhaps 25 feet wide 
and 15 feet high through the main 
portion, Off its main wing run a 
number of laterals, one of them 
emerging from the north side of 
the hill and another, not completed, 
coming out on the south side. The 
other laterals are much more shal- 
low, They served as storerooms 
before the war, but became a hos- 
pital, MacArthur’s office, a minute 
bedroom and sitting room for 
MacArthur, and were put to other 
uses, 


It was damp in che tunnel and 
the ventilation often was bad. The 
living quarters I took over from 
MacArthur consisted of two rooms, 
each 7x9, whose rough walls and 
rounded ceiling were painted white 
by paint borrowed from the hos- 
pital. ; 

By April 25 the tunnel hospital 
had been expanded until it was 
handling a thousand wounded 
men. It made you want to weep 
to see them in there, trapped, 
while the place shook from the 
bombing and_ shelling outside. 
More than once the tunnel’s shaky 
lighting system, thought protected 
by Brig. Gen. Beebe’s improvisa- 
tions with small generators, failed 
and cast all of us into the most 
Stygian blackness imaginable — 
a fearful hardship on the hospital, 
where blood-stained doctors and 
nurses worked night and day. 


I spent as much time as I could 
with the wounded, giving them 
what small comfort I could ex- 
tend. And those visits to the hos- 
pital made me determined that I 
would get as many of the nurses

away from Corregidor as was hu- 
manly possible. 


It was not easy to do. The Japs’ 
now had a firm hold on the 
islands lying athwart our escape 
route to Australia. So I radioed 
MacArthur and got from him the 
promise that he would order his 
only two Navy flying boats to 
attempt to get to Corregidor and 
be used as escape planes. Mac- 
Arthur also wanted certain valu- 
able personnel removed from The 
Rock to his Australian headquar- 
ters. He sent me a list of their 
names, and left the rest of the 
selections to me, 


Believe me, it was a hard list to 
make up. It is not an easy thing 
to be a judge of whether a man or 
woman will go free or stay in 
Hell, Atop this was the worry 
over whether the planes would 
ever reach Corregidor. 


Our plan was for the two Navy 
flying boats to fly up from Aus- 
tralia, alight on Lake Lanao in 
Mindanao, refuel, and come the 
rest of the dangerous way under 
cover of night and then set down 
close enough to the mine-infested 
Rock to enable us to load our 
people aboard in a hurry, 


But as the day dragged on the 
noose to the South tightened and 
the shelling of Corregidor and the 
waters around it—night and day 
—made me wonder if the whole 
plan was not outrageous. 


My junior officers and the young 
men, filled with the God-given op 
timism of youth, fought with a 
ray of hope in their hearts that 
things would take a turn for the 
better, But I could see in the 
eyes of the senior officefs the 
thing that was in my own heart, 
They knew, too. 


I prayed that the Navy planes 
would make it, to take out at least 
some of those brave girls. Never 
have women worked as gallantly 
and as heroically as our 150 
nurses, most of them veterans of 
Bataan, worked in Malinta Tun- 
nel, Many of the Bataan veterans 
among them, including wounded 


girls, told me that while they were 
grateful for even the little safety 
of Corregidor they would have 
preferred to stay with the men on 
Bataan and been captured with 
them. 

On April 28, I think it was, the 
Japs finally got a part of me. On 
more occasions than I can re- 
member, I had had to jump out of 


my car on tours around The 
Rock and join the men in shel- 


ters during especially heavy shell-| 


ings and bombings. 


On this particular morning I) 
had just finished breakfast in the. 
convalescent mess and was walk- | 


ing toward an exit of the tunnel, 
intent on getting some air, mak- 
ing a walking tour of a nearby 
battery, and intent_also on smok- 
ing one of the cigArs MacArthur 
left for me. 


I passed for a moment to light 
the cigar, while still 30 or 40 feet 
short of the bulwark that protect- 
ed the end of the tunnel, when a 
240 mm. shell hit the barrier with 
a splintering roar. The concussion 
in that part of the tunnel was ter- 
rific. My head suddenly felt as if 
someone had rammed a red-hot 
pipe through one ear and out the 
other.

I continued 
out through the half-smashed bul- 
wark to view the damage and 
take my smoke. I noticed that 
every sound, from voices to shell- 
ing, was quieter than before. I 
thought it was just a temporary 
impairment of my hearing. But 
as it turned out, my left ear-drum 
had burst, and the right ear since 
then has never been up to its old 
standard.

Toward Union Responsibility 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The epidemic of strikes has indicated 
to me the necessity for congressional ac- 
tion aimed at putting definite responsi- 
bilities on labor unions. Strong unions 
are here to stay, and therefore I propose 
not to limit their power, but to make 
them more responsible and better fit to 
represent labor, 

If, for example, a labor union breaks a 
contract by calling a strike, the com- 
pany against which it strikes has no re- 
eourse. If the company violates a con- 
tract, unions can always call a strike. 


“The Wagner Act forced management to 


recognize its responsibility toward labor, 
and it is now time that unions be made 
to’ recognize their obligations to manage- 
ment and society as a whole. 

Specifically I propose: 

1. To make labor unions publish finan- 
cial statements which would be certified 
by recognized auditing firms. This 
would eliminate any graft and bring to 
light any mismanagement of funds. Cer- 
tainly the union members are entitled 
fo'this information. 

“3. To make it possible to sue a union 
for breach of contract. This would make 
a union contract binding, and certainly 
management would be more willing to 
enter into a contract knowing it would 
mean something. 

‘3. To make the provisions of the Wag- 
riér Act which forbid “coercion, threat 
or ‘intimidation” of any employe apply 
to.the labor unions as it does now to 
management. Some labor unions use 
— when soliciting member- 
ship 
-.I do not hold out these reforms as 
Gure-alls, but I do believe they would help 
labor and management co-exist in peace 
and mutual trust, and certainly mutual 
trust would tend to lessen strikes. Fur- 
thermore, these proposals would help 
rather than hinder the labor move- 
ment, by preventing irresponsible labor 

ynions from running it into the ground. 
Certainly there is nothing about these 
pr that anyone can object to. If 
labor unions oppose them, it proves they 
are irresponsible and need them all the 
more.

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An Unpopular Necessity 


President Truman’s appeal to Congress to- 
morrow for universal military training in peace- 
time will be made at a moment in our national 
history when the politic and the naeeneery are 
at cross-purposes. 

Everyone is weary of war, and all but the 
strongest spirits are eager to retreat from its 
harsh realities. Getting the boys back home, 
returning to normal living, are all that matter 
to many. It was in just such a reaction from 
war, resulting in weak and vacillating policies, 
that the people of the United States began in 
1918 to permit the conditions to develop that 
led inexorably to World War II. It is in such 
a reaction, if we permit it to prevail, that the 
people of the United States will let the nation 
drift toward World War III, 

Universal military training is an unpopular 
necessity. Many people, such as, for instance, 
Senator Johnson of Colorado, acting chairman 
of the Senate -Military Affairs Committee, dis- 
like it so much that they have not even both- 
ered to understand it. Senator Johnson thinks 
it is a peacetime draft to fill the armed forces, 
and is under the further delusion that volunteer 
enlistment would substitute for it. He is think- 
ing of universal military service, which no one 
is proposing. Universal training is something 
quite different. 

Gen, Marshall, Chief of Staff of the United 
States Army, says universal training will dis- 
courage aggression. He says it will bulwark our 
foreign policy. He says it will provide training 
that is essential for volunteers to the National 
Guard. He says it will enable the R.O.T.C, to 
start almost where it now leaves off, and there- 
fore to go much further. 

He says its ultimate objective would be an 
entire citizenship which has had the advantages 
of military training. He says it would democ- 
ratize military training, avoid the undemocratic 
and expensive alternative of a huge standing 
army, and increase the survival chances of the 
individual called on to serve his country in time 
of war. 

Universal military training has been advo- 
cated by Adm, King, Commander in Chief of 
the Fleet; Gen. Eisenhower, the late President 
Roosevelt, President Truman, Marine Comman- 
dant Vandegrift, Secretary of War Patterson, 
former Secretary Stimson, Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal, former Under Secretary of . State 
Grew. It has been advocated by the House Post- 
war Military Policy Committee, the Anfierican 
Legion, the United States Chamber of Com- 
metce. 

“The time of our decision on the question of 
universal military training is urgent,” Gen. Mar- 
shall declares. The atomic bomb, which the 
wishful thinkers profess to regard as eliminating 
the need for infantry, actually increases it, he 
tells us. 

What is to be the guiding force of our nation 
in the determination of this. all-important sub- 
ject of national policy? The people can let 
themselves be the creatures of a psychological 
reaction; the Congress can let itself be the crea- 
ture of a popular though unhealthy psychology. 
Or there can be men with the courage to follow 
through with this impolitic, unpleasant and 
probably thankless business of seeing that the 
victory stays won. 

Only the least important battles of any war 
are fought on battlefields. The really impor- 
tant engagements are fought before the shoot- 
ing starts and after it ends, in committee rooms, 
around green baize tables, in chancelleries and 
parliaments. 

Tomorrow a battle of epic moment will be- 
gin in the Congress of the United States. The 
presence of enough men who have enough cour- 
age to be unpolitical—or the absence of them— 
may determine whether it is one of the last 
major engagements of the Second World War, 
or one of the first major engagements of the 
Third,

It is gratifying, in the cause of extracting all 
the roots of Jap militarism, to learn that Gen. 
MacArthur’s occupation administration now ac- 
cepts this point of view. Col. Alva C, Carpenter, 
the Supreme Commander's legal officer, said yes- 
terday that not even members of the imperial 
household will be immune from prosecution for 
war guilt. 

A strong case can be made against Hirohito 
for a personal share in the guilt of making and 
carrying on the war, with all its suffering and 
atrocities. He was head of the Jap military 
machine; its orders were given in his name, and 
its actions received the royal blessing. Immunity 
for Hirohito would serve to support the legend 
of his divinity, which Allied -policy now is de- 
signed to overthrow. An indictment as sweep- 
ing as that just delivered at Nuernbderg can be 
drawn against Hirohito, and we trust it will be. 
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Real Job for Rankin’s Committee 


The new House committee on un-American ac- 
tivities, after a promising start, shows depress- 
ing signs of following the pattern of its discred- 
ited predecessor, the Dies committee. 

Just now, the new group's chief business is 
checking scripts of broadcasts by five radio com- 
mentators, all of liberal inclinations. The pur- 
pose, says the committee’s counsel, is “to see if 
they are subversive.” 

Meanwhile, the Ku Klux Klan is active in the 
South again. The fiery cross burns near Atlan- 
ta, and membership of 20,000 is claimed in 
Georgia alone. Yet not a word has been said 
of Representative Rankin’s committee being in- 
terested in investigating the Klan. 

Part of its difficulty is getting a good defini- 
tion of what constitutes un-Americanism, a com- 
mittee spokesman explains. That shouldn't be 
difficult as to the two instances now in the news. 

The five radio speakers under committee sus- 
picion are exercising their right of free speech, 
which is guaranteed by the Constitution. Is that 
un-American? Or does the committee contem- 
plate radio censorship, for which it has no au- 
thority? 

The Klan, on the other hand, stands for big- 
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otry, racial and religious discrimination, terror- 
ism that in past years has flared into violence 
and murder. It is about as un-American, non- 
American and anti-American as any domestic or- 
ganization could be. 

Why doesn’t the committee stop annoying these 
radio people and concentrate on a real job of 
uprooting un-Americanism? 
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De Gaulle and His Fourth Republic 


Whether he is “le grand Charlie,” as to his ad- 
mirers in France, or ‘Charlie Wormwood,” as to 
his non-admirers in England, Gen, Charles de 
Gaulle is emerging from the French general elec- 
tions as the man the very great majority of 
Frenchmen—and French women—want to lead 
their country into the Fourth Republic. 

Americans and Britishers who had been say- 
ing that De Gaulle was slipping, even those in 
our State Department who were letting their 
hopes run away with their heads, ‘have their an- 
swer today. 

The election returns support the senieniiee 
that political reform comes first, that the Con- 
stitution of 1875 must be rewritten to provide 
for a more stable and a more effective govern- 
ment before either legal or economic reconstruc- 
tion can really take place. It is sound doctrine, 
and one for lack of which economic convales- 
cence is being held back in many other parts 
of the world. 

The election supports the proposition that 
France’s shall be a planned economy. It was not 
only in the political realm that the old order 
did not work out well enough to suit the people 
of France. It was in the economic also. Social- 
ization had gone far before the war, and has 
been carried still further by the De Gaulle Pro- 
visional Government since liberation. But De 
Gaulle is determined, in making up for the in- 
adequacies of French free enterprise, to put an 
end to its worst abuses. In the world struggle 
against anti-social cartelism, De Gaulle’s is like- 
ly to be a powerful influence for striking down 
the evil. é 

The election supports De Gaulle’s proposal that 
in the interim before the Fourth Republic can 
be constituted, the Government shall remain in 
the hands of his provisional administration in- 
stead of being turned over to the General As- 
sembly, 

The Fourth Republic is about to be born, its 
father an enigmatic, irritating, posturing, heroic, 
disliked and idolized soldier with a name as 
Gallic as the soil of France itself—Charles Andre 
Joseph Marie de Gaulle. 


A New Bill on ‘Wailes Addresses 


A long-standing St. Louis election abuse should 
be eliminated if the Legislature passes the bill 
agreed upon for introduction last week by a 
House committee. This abuse is the “voting 
address” racket, whereby political hangers-on 
have been able to vote in precincts where the 
party needed help, by the subterfuge of claiming 
residence in places not their actual homes. 

The bill provides a means for election officials 
to bar such voters by setting up a clear, com- 
prehensive and foolproof definition of the word 
“residence.” This bill, in line with the sugges- 
tion of Jesse W. Barrett, former chairman of the 
Election Board, would replace the present weak 
and incomplete statute. The Legislature can 
help assure the honesty of St. Louis elections by 
passing the bill.

IG Farben being one of Germany's. most ef- 
fective instruments of war, it is essential that 
the War Department undertakes to break it up.

How Free Is the Air?

Present unrestricted commercial control of radio does not fully 
serve public interest, Congressman writes; Federal Communications 
Commission should extend its supervision; limitation of influence 
of national advertising and better sustaining programs are needed.

Ie the air really free? If it isis it free 
in the sense that we enjoy freedom of 
speech? Or is it freedom for the broad-~ 
casting networks simply to carry on their 
business without Government interference? 

In 1934, when Congress put the young 
broadcasting industry under the supervision 
of the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, it established the fact that the “ether 
is a public mediunmi, and its use must be 
for the public benefit.” 


The commission was to grant broadcast- 
ing licenses only to applicants who clearly 
demonstrated that they intended to operate 
“in the public interest, convenience and 
necessity.” All licenses were limited to 
three years. And to get a renewal, a 
broadcaster was required to meet the same 
high standard called for in his original ap- 
plication. 

Unfortunately, the commission has not 
completely utilized these immense powers. 
It has let thé mainsprings of its authority 
get rusty. 


The Pudlic Interest First 


“Freedom of the air” was intended to 
mean—and it should still mean—that John 
Q. Public has the right and the opportunity 
to be given information and ideas from all 
sources. This right and opportunity were 
never meant to be selfishly restricted by 
the owners of radio stations and chains, by 
large advertisers and large manufacturers. 
Yet today these people have absolute au- 
thority over what constitutes a broadcast. 


In order to cut down an evil that is al- 
ready almost full-grown, and to keep it 
from spreading into frequency modulation 
(FM) and television broadcasting, I have 
submitted the following suggestions to the 
FCC: 


1. No radio station has the privilege of 

using its frequency in perpetuity. 
'- Apparently, however, the commission has 
come to regard a renewal application as 
purely perfunctory. Is this acting in the 
public interest? 

Each renewal should be subjected to 
rigid investigation. Anyone who wants to 
function on the wave length involved should 
have the right to appear and present his 
case. If he can demonstrate his ability to 
operate the station to a greater degree in 
the public interest, the current license 
should be refused, and the privilege grant- 
ed the new applicant. 


Radio Closed to Labor 


2. Any legitimate organization conform- 
ing to existing FCC regulations should be 
permitted to buy radio time, 


“He who controls the pocketbook controls 
the man.” Niles Trammell, president of 
the National Broadcasting Co., made that 
statement before the Senate Committee on 
Interstate Commerce in December, 1943. 


Apparently this thought animates a good 
many of our broadcasters. Certainly the 
National Association of Broadcasters was 
thinking along the same lines when it drew 
up some of the provisions of its code—-be- 
cause labor (as represented by the Railroad 
Brotherhoods, the AFL and CIO) found 
itself effectively barred from the use of 
radio, 

The code forbade the sale of radio time 
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for so-called “controversial issues,” and the 
NAB decided that labor “in and of itaelf” 
constituted a controversial issue. There- 
fore labor could not buy time on the air— 
even for a symphony broadcast, 


Organized industry, of course, had no 
trouble buying time to present its views. 
And anti-labor commentators like Fulton 
Lewis Jr. and Upton Close were given the 
freest rein—yet labor found itself in the 
pecullar position of not being able to buy 
time to reply, 


Labor put up a stiff fight against this 
edict. Finally, as a result of a consent de 
cree, a member of NAB agreed to sel] time 
to labor. The decree is a binding precedent 
for all stations. 


(;,00d Programs at Good Hours 


5. Definite segments of the daily broad- 
rasting cycle should be set aside for susa- 
taining programs of an “educational, cul- 
tural or forensic nature.” 


And these programs should not be buried 
in the “graveyard” hours. They ought to 
be timed for the convenience of the largest 
number of radio listeners—preferably be- 
tween 7and il p.m. These are the stations’ 
big income-producing hours, rigidly con- 
trolled now by advertising agencies which 
jockey the ether to the best interests of 
their clients, 


Look at the tremendous concentration of 
advertising on the networks. In 1943, more 
than 70 per cent of the advertising revenue 
of all broadcasting stations (independents 
and chains) came from national and re- 
gional advertisers, 


Broadcasting has become primarily an 
instrument of nation-wide business con- 
cerns. The cost of a single hour over a 
full network runs as high as $25,000, Ob- 
viously only top-notch national concerns can 
afford de luxe advertising like that. 


Time for a Fresh Start 


In 1943, exactly 144 advertisers provided 
97 per cent of the nationa] networks’ reve- 
nue. One advertiser accounted for one- 
eighth of the entire advertising volume of 
NBC. Two advertisers provided almost 
one quarter of the business, 


The approach of FM and television broad- 
casting offer us another chance to restore 
radio broadcasting as a genuine instrument 
of public service. Shall we keep radio con- 
fined to its role as the most effective com- 
mercial medium in existence today? Shall 
we let the same commercial groups which 
dominate the present system command the 
new field? 


Or shall we insure the future by letting 
the new owners of the expanded frequencies 
provided by FM and television accept the 
challenge now thrust upon them to give us 
free discussions, better entertainment and 
a broader means of education?

Bernadotte Tells His Story 
Of the > Nazis Surrender Bid 


"The Cortain Falis,"" by Count Folke Bernadette. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, New York.) 

In those frenzied weeks of last spring 
when the Third Reich was in its final 
stages of crackup, the name of Count Ber- 
nadotte, vice president of the Swedish Red 
Cross and cousin of King Gustav, was 
prominent in the headlines. He was re- 
ported flying between Germany and Swe- 
den, presenting Himmler’s peace bid to 
Allied delegates and rushing back with the 
answer, but the whole story could not be 
told at the time. 

In his book, the Swedish intermediary 
discloses how he came to undertake his 
peace mission, and the chain of eventa be 
fore and after. He was in Germany to 
seek liberation of Norwegian and Danish 
prisoners from the concentration campea, 
and interviewed such Nasi leaders as 
Himmler, Ribbentrop and Schellenberg, 
head of the Intelligence Service. After pro- 
tracted parleys, which gave him an insight 
into the Third Reich's backstage feuds, he 
gained permission to remove the prisoners, 
some 19,000, to Sweden,

He describes Himmler at that stage of 
the war as a desperate, discouraged man, 
attempting to justify his crimes, torn be- 
tween a longing for peace and the oath to 
Hitler which bound him to continue to 
fight, though he considered it hopeless, At 
length the Gestapo chief decided to ask 
the Americans and British to accept sur- 
render in the West, and prevailed on Ber- 
nadotte to transmit the bid. The Swede 
assured him such terms would be unac- 
ceptable, that surrender on the Eastern 
front would also be demanded, and Presi- 
dent Truman’s answer did exactly that. A 
few days later, Adm. Doenitz agreed to un- 
conditional surrender on all fronts. 

The book, though too short, is valuable 
for its first-hand report on Germany in the 
war's last days, and its close-ups of Nazi 
chiefs with their backs to the wall. There 
was no heroism or dignity about them, 
Bernadotte says, for all were “men com- 
pletely lacking in moral conceptions and 
human stature.” As the curtain fell on 
their “thousand-year Reich,” they were 
shown up as cowardly, irresolute wretches, 
desperately intriguing among themselves, 

. + * 


As for Hitler: Himmler told Bernadotte 
on April 23 that the Fuehrer, if not already 
dead, could live only a few days longer, and 
added it was important for the cause of 
reviving German nationalism to spread the 
story that he had died heroically on the 
Berlin barricades. This was the version 
announced on May 1, and Bernadotte 
warns that the myth must be destroyed. 
He is convinced Hitler was by then phys 
ically incapable of a heroic act, and sus- 
pects he was murdered. A dispatch from 
Hamburg last week quoted Bernadotte as 
saying that he thinks Himmler killed Hitler. 

The narrative shows its writer to be in- 
telligent, observant and a humanitarian; a 
good diplomat with a gift for persuading 
others to speak frankly. His sympathies 
were strongly pro-Allied, yet he was re. 
spected on both sides of the fighting lines, 
Bernadotte thinks his mission, though un- 
successful, may have brought peace earlier 
than it would have come otherwise. In any 
event, his story is an illuminating sidelight 
on the grim story of the Nazi Goetterdaem- 
merung, FERD GOTTLIEB.

America’s Divided Conscience

from wanting to go in opposite directions at the same time. 


ITH nothing to do for a fortnight except to have my back 
rubbed and to wonder about things in general, I have been 
asking myself how many of our accumulating difficulties arise

certain that, though in recent months this country has stood higher 


in power and influence than ever 


been speaking with clarity and with conviction. 


before in its history, we have not 
Soon, therefore, we 


Shail stand less high in power and influence. 


The cheapest explanation is to 
blame some one else, the Russians 
for example, or the British. But 
to complain that shrewder men 
undid him, or that the woman 
tempted him, is the soft and easy 
way of the weak man. This nation 
s too great to indulge itself with 
small excuses. When we have 
searched our own consciences, we 
shall have begun to acquire the 
means over and above the expec- 
tation of material favors, to in- 
fluence mankind, 


The American conscience is di- 
vided, and therefore we are not 
thinking clearly about the settle- 
ment of the war and about the 
future which it will shape. Thus 
we have been standing on the 
principle that this is one world, 
and that no spheres of influence 
can be recognized in which any 
one power has the deciding voice. 


Ideals vs. Interests. 


But this principle, which satis- 
fies us when we are talking about 
our ideals, does not suit us at all 
when we are considering our vital 
interests. In the Pacific, north of 
the Equator, we have established 
an American sphere of influence, 
and we have stated officially that 
in the occupation of Japan, and 
in the disposition of. conquered 
islands, ours is to be the deciding 
voice. 


If this is the right solution, as 
it may be, it is certainly not im- 
pressive in that part of the world 
which is east of the River Elbe 
when we invoke the principle that 
this is one world in which no de- 
cisions must be taken unilaterally. 


The contradiction is so glaring 
—at least to others if not to our- 
selves—that it is bound to snarl 
up all our transactions. We can 
legitimately claim an interest in 
the settlement of Eastern Europe. 
But, when we rest that claim on 
an inflated moral principle, which 
we do not treat as valid in our 
own sphere of influence, we 
weaken our position, as any man 
does who invokes a double stand- 
ard of morals. 


How We Seem to Others. 


Far from standing forth as the 
champions of morality against 
what it is the fashion to call power 
politics, we are incurring the 
grave suspicion of using morality 
as an instrument of our own 
power politics. 


This is not the only example of 
contradiction and conflict within 
the American conscience, We have 
put ourselves forward also as the 
champions of liberty, as in fact 
we can and indeed we should. 


But we are not likely to convince 
mankind that we believe in liberty 
if the best we can think of to do 
with our knowledge of the atomic 
bomb is to make a monoply of it 
maintained by a hysterical censor- 
ship. 

All that this is likely to accom- 
plish is to precipitate a competi- 
tion in armaments of the most vi- 
cious kind, and to deceive not our 
potential enemies, but our own 
people._ 


Our False Security. 


For our people are being per- 

suaded that they may disarm, re- 
lying for their security upon a few 
scientific magicians who will press 
buttons in laboratories. It is fan- 
tastic that a free country, one s0 
free that every secret leaks out 
almost immediately, should imag- 
ine that it can, over a period of 
years, beat a totalitarian state at 
the game of keeping secrets. 
_ Surely if we believe in liberty— 
and Americans have no other 
choice because that is the vital 
principle of our existence as a na- 
tion—we must seek security from 
the appalling danger of atomic ex- 
plosions in the widest and freest 
diffusion of knowledge. Whatever 
the risks of that, the alternative is 
simply impossible. 

‘We are. irrevocably committed 
to freedom. How can we expect 
to break through the censorship 
of newspaper reports in Sofia and 
Belgrade when we are proposing 
to establish a censorship of 8cience 
in Washington? 

Only clear policy can in these 
stubborn and chaotic days prevail. 
But “clear policy can be formed 
only in clear minds, and no man’s 
mind will be clear if his heart is 
at odds with his stomach, and his 
conscience is split. 


An Indecisive Donkey. 


We cannot have one principle 
for Sunday and another for Mon- 
day, one for the State Department 
and another for the Navy Depart- 
ment, one for east longitude and 
another for west longitude. For, 
like Buridan'’s ass, which stood 
between two equally tempting 
bales of hay and starved to death, 
we shall become enfeebled and 
passive and static, pulled in all 
directions and going in none. 

Yet that is what is happening 
as we attempt to please everybody 
by adopting all principles at once. 

In the end we shall please no- 
body, least of all ourselves, if those 
who have the responsibility of 
leading the country make it their 
purpose to be popular rather than 
to make popular. a consistent na- 
tional purpose,

The language 
of that warning has today a 
prophetic sound. 

“Countries,” the economists 
said, “cannot permanently buy 
from us unless they are permitted 
to sell to us, and the more we 
restrict the import of goods from 
them by means of higher tariffs, 
the more we reduce the possibil- 
ity of our exporting to them. 


The Evil Was Foretold. 


“The report of the President's 
committee on recent economic 
changes has shown that industrial 
efficiency has_ increased, that 
costs have fallen, that profits 
have grown with amazing rapidity 
since the end of the war (the ref- 
erence is to that other little war 
which ended in 1918). 


“America is now facing the 
problem of unemployment. Her 
labor can find work only if her 
factories can sell their products. 
Higher tariffs would not promote 
such sales. We cannot increase 
employment by restricting trade.”

BLACKSTONE MAGIC 
ACTS AT AMERICAN 


His Illusions, Designed to 
‘Misdirect’ Audience, Include 
Sawing Woman in Two. 


By JACK BALCH 

Harry Blackstone, who bills him- 
self as being in the direct line of 
Herrmann the Great, Kellar, Hou- 
dini, Thurston, and other select 
members of the small inner circle 
of supreme magicians, necroman- 
cers, illusionists, and so forth, 
opened a two-week engagement at 
the American Theater last night. 

It was his first showing at Man- 


ager Paul Beisman’s downtown 
citadel of the higher things in 
stage arts. On the whole, he com- 
peted quite successfully with what- 
ever memories the cash custom- 
ers have of the prowesses of the 
above-named past greats of magic. 
Whitehaired, bland, and knowing, 
he ran through two hours of 
tricks, small and large. The “small” 
tricks included feats of sleight of 
hand, releasing his hands from 
intricate knots tied on them from 
behind by enthusiastic volunteers 
from the audience, and the caus- 
ing of a handkerchief, borrowed 
from somebody in the front’ rows, 
to dance with the fervor and aban- 
don of a dervish or of one of the 
girls at the old op’ry house (bur- 
lesque) across the street. 

The major tricks included en- 
tries with such horrendous and 
type-chilling names as “Where is 
the girl?” “What Do You Drink. 
The Magic Bottle,” “A Girl With- 
out a Middle,” “Who Wears the 
Whiskers?” and “The Hindu Rope 
Trick—It hag baffled the world.” 
One of the major tricks has the 
magician sawing a girl in two. 
This, as he adds, is a “misdirec- 
tion” of the audience, as the girl 
remains alfve, “saw help me.” 


The master, some of whose illu- 
sions are announced as fully pro- 
tected by law, “Infringers Beware,” 
was assisted by a number of girls, 
most of whom were pretty enough 
to cause the illusion in the house 
that some male members of the 
audience were making whistling 
sounds at the girls’ appearances 
and disappearances. 

The rain that washed our streets 
last night was also a pretty good 
trick, producing the further illu- 
sion of a good many empty seats 
in the house. 

But applause was generous for 
the magician and his retinue, ani- 
mate and inanimate, and a good 
many members of the audience, on 
the advice of Blackstone, sought 
out a certain man in the lobby 
between acts. This certain man’s 
name was Bighearted Jim, and 
his specialty was giving away gifts 
consisting of the lowdown on how 
to do tricks of magic. Bighearted 
Jim accepted counter gifts, in re- 
turn, of 25 cents. These tricks, 
presumably, are not fully protected 
by law. 

One lucky smal] boy in the audi- 
ence was given a rabbit to take 
home, too, on the condition that 
he promise not ever to lift the 
furry, docile littie creature by the 
ears, He promised.

WOMEN IN POLITICS: 
DISWUSSED BY POPE 


He Advises Participation, but 
Warns of ‘Marvelous Total-: 
itarian Promiese.’ 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
Pope Pius XII exhorted 1000 Ital 
ian Catholic women in a general 
audience yesterday to participate 
actively in the nation’s politica] 
life but warned them to reject to- 
\talitarian systems which “dangle 
‘marvelous promises” before their 
“eyes. , 

In his address, which was 
broadcast by the Vatican radio, 
the Pontiff criticized the ills of 
capitalist-dominated regimes 
which compel a woman to leavé 
her home to augment the earn- 
ings of her family. , 


| He declared that the watchword 
'of women today, must be “to re 
|store as far as possible the honor 
‘of a woman’s and a mother’s 
place in the home.” 


Asserting that “the electoral 
'ballot in the hands of the Cath- 
|olic woman is an important means 
toward the fulfillment of her 
‘strict duty im conscience, espe- 
cially at the present time,” the 
'Pope advised his listeners to line 
up against movements founded 
on class struggle “or striving for 
ever more extensive economic and 
national empire.” 

“No wise woman favors a pok 
icy of class struggle or war,” he 
declared. “Her vote is a vote for 
| peace.” 

In concessions made to woman 
by some political movements, the 
Pontiff said, “one can easily see, 
not respect for her dignity or her 
mission, but an attempt to foster 
economic and military power of 
the totalitarian state.”

YANK, RED PAPERS 
IN BERLIN AT ODDS 
OVER NAZI CONTROE

BERLIN, Oct. 22 (AP)—Ameri- 
can and Russian controlled news- 
papers in Berlin engaged in an 
open controversy yesterday over 
the way Adolf Hitler’s former 
followers were being treated in 
their respective zones of occupa- 
tion. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung, pub- 
lished by the United States Army, 
attacked what it called “Nazi re- 
habilitation” in non-American bor- 
oughs of Berlin and implied that 
the Communist party was respon- 
sible, 

On the other hand, the Soviet- 
controlled Deutsche Volkszeitung, 
central organ of the Communist 
party, continued to splash foreign 
press reports of prominent Nazis 
still at large in the American zone, 
and added its own version of a 
“scandal” in the borough of Zeh- 
lendorf, in the American-controlled 
sector of Berlin. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung said 
Walter Ulbricht, leading Commu- 
nist organizer, Moscow refugee, 
had told a meeting of Communist 
officials Oct. 12 that they should 
“help to free from Fascist ideol- 
ogy” those who had been “simple 
followers, without an active part” 
in the Nazi movement, | 

The Deutsche Volkszeitung, re- 
ferring to the “scandal” of Zehlen- 
dorf, said a public meeting of “an- 
ti-Fascist women” had charged 
that acknowledged victims of Fas- 
cism had been thrown out of their 
homes to make room for returning 
Nazis who had fled during the bat- 
tle of Berlin,

claimed Nazis were still active in

\'f OU will notice In our recipe 
for stewed fresh breakfast 
fruit that we do not stew the 
grapefruit sections but just the 
juice (from cutting the fruit), the 
pears and the'seasonings. This is 
to preserve the vitamin C-of the 
grapefruit which would be de- 
stroyed in cooking. When cor- 
rectly peeled and sectioned, grape- 
fruit has no membrane or white 
skin clinging to the sections, First 
cut a small flat circle from one 
end and start peeling around and 
around cutting off every bit of 
white skin. Then, using a sharp 
pointed knife, insert it between 
the pulp and the membrane on 
one side and cut the pulp from 
the membrane, slip the knife 
around the inner point of the sec- 
tion and run it back out to the 
outside between the membrane 
and the pulp on the other side. 
Repeat this for each section. 
When you finish you have cut the 
sections into a bowl, catching 
them and the juice and are left 
holding the mass of membranes. 
this can be squeezed to extract 
the juice, as can the small round 
first cut if it was cut so deep 
that part of the pulp was taken 
with it, and the skin if it was also 
cut rather deep. 


Stewed Fresh Breakfast Fruit. 


Two medium grapefruits, two 
large pears, one-half cup sugar, 
pinch of salt. 

Peel grapefruit and separate 
into sections by cutting away 
from the membrane. Reserve all 
juice and squeeze membrane be- 
fore discarding to extract all 
juice. Peel pears and cut into 
one-fourth inch slices. Add sugar 
and pear slices to the grapefruit 
juice, cover and simmer for 2 
minutes; add grapefruit sections, 
Chill. Four servings.

Common-Sense Medicine 


THOUGHT it might interest the 
| sity to become a little more 

familiar with the organs of the 
body. After all the human body 
is a miraculous piece of machinery 
and a better understanding of its 
inner-workings should in turn 
promote better care and apprecia- 
tion of its value. 


Frequently the layman will say 
his kidneys have been aching and 
when he localizes the area  in- 
volved it is quite distant from the 
kidneys, Amazement is registered 
when you advise them of the true 
location of the kidneys. This same 
lack of knowledge prevails as re- 
gards the heart, lungs, __tiver, 
a stomach and even the blad- 

er. 

The kidneys, which secret the 
urine, are a pair of almost sym- 
metrically placed organs situated 
in the posterior part of the ab- 
dominal cavity, one on each side 
of the lower movable portion of 
the vertebral column (spine). The 
last rib (twelfth) usually bisects 
the posterior surface of the kid- 
ney though this is very inconstant 
because of the great variability in 
the size and inclination of these 
bones. A painjtherefore consider- 
ably lower than the last rib is 
most likely not kidney unless the 
kidneys are abnormally low. The 
urine secreted (waste material) is 
received into the upper expanded 
portion of a pair of long tubes 
(ureters) and by them conducted 
to the urinary Ladder and from 
the bladder the urine is passed 
during micturition along a passage 
called the urethra to the exterior. 

Each kidney measures about 
four and one-half inches in length, 
two inches in width and about one 


and one-fourth inches in thick- 
ness. The weight of the adult 
kidney is about four and one-half 
ounces. It is a dark brown red 
color and is surrounded by a thin 
fibrous capsule. 


The kidney consists of a corti- 
cal substance and of a medullary 
substance, These two compose the 
mechanics of the kidney. The 
uriniferous tubules collect the 
urine and deliver it to the medul- 
lary portion, where it is excreted. 


This short description only 
touches upon the kidney in a 
manner to acquaint you with 
just enough to enable you, I hope, 
to have a better understanding of 
this important organ, The func- 
tion of the kidney is to collect the 
waste material from the body via 
blood stream and discharge it, in 
the form of urine, Congenital ab- 
normalities are encountered in 
examination of a person with 
pathology or disease of a kidney 
and from a surgical standpoint 
are of paramount importance. 
Cases of complete absence of one 
or the other kidney are recorded. 
The opposite condition, an extra 
kidney on one or the other side 
has been noted, Then there is the 
so-called “horseshoe” kidney 
where the two kidneys are united 
at the lower ends by a connecting 
piece of kidney substance, Then 
again the kidney or kidneys may 
be unusually low and far distant 
from the normal position. Is it 
any wonder then that kidney 
pathology or disease calls for the 
most expert and painstaking 
study, not only for. successful 
treatment, but for proper surgical 
intervention?

HE G.I. JOE who doesn’t get

will find certain compensation 
in store for him. When his best 
girl meets him in her new finery 
he’ll think her feet have shrunk 
during his absence and those No. 
8s which he left behind are di- 
minished to the perfect 4-B model. 


The illusion can be credited to 
the St. Louis shoe designers who, 
having gained a _ reputation for 
taking the lead in the creation of 
smart footwear at popular prices, 
have turned magicians and pro- 
duced a few tricks to make the 
girls’ feet look smaller. Their 
new spring styles which have been 
on display in sample rooms at 
downtown hotels the last few days 
indicate that there’s been no sleep- 
ing at the shoe bench while ra- 
tioning has played havoc with 
certain matters of production. 


According to the designers’ way 
of thinking, the boys want the 
girls to look as feminine and 
pretty as possible, so they are 
helping the girls literally to “put 
their best foot forward.” A baby- 
doll look which has a certain Pa- 
risian flair is the effect they be- 
lieve the boys will like so it calls 
for higher heels, open toes and 
short, stubby lasts, 

Some of the St. Louis shoe de- 
signers think so well of this new 
accent in feminine footwear that 
they have gone to the expense and 
trouble of launching a whole col- 
lection of new lasts built along 
short lines with rounded toes and 
extremely high heels.... Not sat- 
isfied with this achievement they 
have concocted some clever 
schemes to make a foot look even 
smaller. Especially noteworthy is 
the emphasis upon the toe open- 


ing which is “off-side.” This little 
trick has a remarkable effect in 
shortening the appearance of the 
foot. The placing of a_e sandal 
strap to one side likewise is suc- 
cessful, 

It has been a good many sea- 
sons since’ such high heels have 
been shown in such great num- 
bers. The effect of height also is 
created by a generous use of plat- 
forms which are shown of fabrics, 
synthetic leathers and recently 
genuine leather (now that cer- 
tain restrictions have been lifted). 
This vogue of high heels doesn't 
mean that the “flatties’” which 
have been so popular are off the 
style list but it does mean that 
they must be very feminine in 
their design if they are to com- 
pete with the Frenchy themes. 
Wemen are favoring extremes in 
footwear as well as.in many other 
types of wearing apparel these 
days so they want their heels to 
be either very high or very low. 

Next to the sensational appear- 
ance of the broad-toed, little-girl 
styles attached to sgtilt-like heels 
is the vogue of color, A red or a 
green shoe created quite a furor 
when it appeared in the best so- 
ciety a few years ago. Now the 
shoe of many colors is going about 
in congenial company. One shoe 
designer shows his faith in colors 
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by trimming a black suede sandal 
with swirling strips of red, green 
and blue leather. This three-toned 
trimming is repeated on the 
leather platform. Contrasting plat- 
forms also provide a striking em- 
phasis. 
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There's the use of plastic soles 
in color as another trend to 
watch, This started out as a war- 
time measure to save precious 
leather but has become so popu- 
lar that it has developed into a 
significant style idea, Black pat- 
ent leather sandals, for example, 
have red plastic soles. White san- 
dals are equipped with red or 
yellow plastic soles. Heel taps of 
painted leather repeat the same 
color highlight. 


Simulated alligator and snake- 
skin in bright shades are plenti- 
ful in the sandal and pump styles. 
Several shades of red are being 
used while green is the second 
high shade in general popularity. 
Navy blue is slated for a come- 
back but for general volume in 
early spring lines the manufac- 
turers are talking loudly about 
black patent leather. Genuine pat- 
ent is being used as fast as sup- 
plies and production permit al- 
though the vogue of plastic patent 
—another wartime development—

For spring and sum- 
mer the themes are airy as well 
as gay. The naked look brought 
about by open toes and heels and 
big spacing between the straps 
has first place in the spring lines. 
Not to be overlooked, however, is 
a certain revival of the pump, 
especially the one which has a 
wide throat. Spectator sports are 
due for a big summer season, 80 
the stylists say, and the sandal 
may have some real competition 
before many months have passed, 

The prediction is that white 
shoes generally will stage a big 
comeback for summer, especially 
if rationing ends. The theory is 
that so many women have refused 
to give up their ration points for 
white shoes, so their supply is ex- 
hausted and they will be wanting 
a whole wardrobe of white models 
again. White shoes also will com- 
plement the very feminine clothes

How- 
ever, if he had started out with 
a spade, the subsequent problem 
of defense against the three no- 
trump contract would have been 
considerably simplified. 


West led the heart king, and 
when declarer held up the ace, 
continued with the queen and 
jack. A count ef tricks told South 
that under any circumstances he 
would have to win more than one 
diamond trick, so he immediately 
let the queen ride for a finesse. 
West played the diamond four, 
while East held up the king, hop- 
ing that West might show out on 
the next round and signal with a 
high card in spades or clubs, 
thereby announcing in which suit, 
if either, he could be reached, This 
was a sound idea, but West had 
to follow the next diamond lead, 
also finessed, with the eight, and 
now, of course, East had to take 
his king—or lose it. 


With absolutely nothing to go 
by, East probably would have re- 
turned a spade, on the assump- 
tion that it was more likely that 
South’s original no-trump includ- 
ed and concealed a club suit head- 
ed by the ace than a spade suit of 
the same strength. (A minor suit, 
rather than a major.) Obviously 
this time such an assumption 
would have been fatal. However, 
East gave prolonged thought to 
the particular diamonds played by 
his partner. With a doubleton, 
why didn’t West start a high- 
low? There could be only one an- 
swer: he had first played a low 
diamond to signal that he could 
be reached in the low suit, clubs, 
in other words, he had impro- 
vised a refinement on the “suit 
preference signal.” So East re- 
turned a club, and down went the 
contract,
